CAN WE FORETELL?

In these days, when the possi- 
bility of armed conflict looms 
darkly on the horizon, when 
rumosrs of settlements give place 
to threats of war, and when|{ 
tidings of treaty: ratifications and 
disarmament come over the wires 
almost in tha. same flash with 
talk of preparedness and troop 
concentrations—when the drums 
of war sound a3 a mofiled under- 
tone where the nations meet to 
smoke the pipes of peace—it is 
indezd difficult task*to faretell 
the future of even = few weeks 
ahead.

The mon who have survived 
the horrors of war, broken io 
body or in spirit—-they can tel) 
what’ might b> bappaning a few 
months hence. The shades of 
the glorious dead, perhaps, look 
sorrowfully upon ‘the foolish 
mortals who might be going 
uotbiokingly over the brink of 
the precipise. The ghosts of 
Gallipoti, what cust they think 
if they can look down upon the 
gatberiog hosts? What say the 
spirits of those who perished 
miserably in the Mespot 
campaign? A theme fora Conan 
Dogle, maybe! 

But ta come down to concrete 
considerations, we would point 
tothe serious effect thata war ba- 
tween Britain and Turkey would 
have .hbad on practically all 
besides the detrimental 
effect on the British Isles and 
probab'y the whole Colonial 
Empire. Trade wavkd be bound 
to suffer, and--m.-apresd . of 
hostitities outside the Turco- 
Arabisn ares would effect the 
‘commerce of probably half the 
world. It would be # time.for 
racial and religious ill-feeling of 
an aggravated oature, with all 
that such bitterness could give 
rise to. Sovict Russia wauld 
almost certainly assist Turcey, 
openly or by ways that are dark, 
and we have to bear in mind the 
beadway tbat Bolshevism has 
made up to the very shores of the 
Pecific. Who Knows bat that the 
clash of arms iu the Near East 
would evbo and re-echo in the 
Par East too? And then think of 
all that it would mean for Britain 
if her industries, just recovering 
from the crippling effects of.the 
recent war, were again disor- 
ganised by the needs of the fray. 
Think of the internal unrest that 
would be engendered if it became 
necessary to make calls on the 
nation’s reserve manhood. Thiak 
of all the possibilities that can 
follow the word War when it is 
translated into actuslity—and 
hope fervently ‘or peace. 


Too Much Talk. 


The President of China has ex- 
pressed bis approval of Sun Yat- 
te0’s disbandment proposals and 
given voice to the hope that in 
future everyone will further 
peaceful reunification /and dis- 
bandment. As pious expressions, 
these are very gratifying, but 
China's problems are not going 
to ba solved by the mete process 
of the opinions of her Jeaders be- 
ing telegraphically sent all over 
tbe Iand. We fully agree 
with the President that Chins‘s 
difficulties are entirely to be
